Be Forces an Order for $798, Obtains ^ 
the BBoney, and Goes to Irolaad.

Detective Bligh returned from New 
York this morning, having in custody a 
man named Patrick Joyce, who, in No- 
vember last, forgPd an order on WiM.iam ' 
Jackson, of this city, for $798. The par- 
ticulars of the transaction are substantial- 
ly about as follows: 

William Jackson, who had for some ' 
time been engaged in business In Colora- 
do, returned to this city in November last. ' 
Patrick Joyce was at that time a resident ' 
of Louisville. Jacktonwasan uncle of ' 
Patrick’s wife, and the two men were very 
intimate and very friendly toward each 
other — in fact, they* were entirely too ' 
friendly for the welfare of both, as the se- ' 
quel will prove. Jackson bad a draft on a 
New Orleans bankiughouse for $798. Pat- 
rick, being well acquainted in the city, 
took William to the Planters’ National ) 
Bank, on Main street, for the purpose of < 
obtaining money for the draft. The >] 
document was left with the cashier, | 
who engaged to arrange for the payment | 
of the draft. He at once sent word to the < 
firm in New York upon whom the draft j 
ha«l been drawn. The replj* was that it 
was all correct, and, of course, the bank j 
here was then ready to make the payment. i 
Id the meantime Patrick had kept posted 
as to the earliest time payment could be ( 
made by the Planters’ Bank. He there- ( 
fore called at the bank and asked for the $ 
mouej*. The cashier informed him that j 
Mr. Jackson would have to give his per- 
sonal acknowledgment that the proceed- < 
ing was authorized bj* him. Patrick told ' 
the cashier that Jackson was sick and 
could not go to the bank. Patrick w^s 
then lequested to give U written order ] 
from Jackson for the money, certified to j 
by a well-known person as witness. Pat- ] 
rick left the bank, and after a short time ] 
returned with an order bearing the name ] 
of Jack.sen, and witnessed by Mrs. Susan f 
Joyce, Patrick's wife. The money was i 
handed over and Patrick left. He was i 
not heard from again until a few days < 
since, when a dispatch was received from i 
the Chief of Police at New York, stating I 
that a man named Patrick Joj'ce had vol- 1 
untarily given himself into custody 1 
there, and alleged that he had forged ] 
an order on a gentleman named Jack- < 
son, of this city, and had obtained ' 
on it the sum of $798. The York 1 
authorities were instructed to hold 
Patrick, aud Detective Bligh was sent 
to New York by the Planters’ National ] 
Bank of this city, to bring Patrick forth- i 
with to lA>uisville. Mr. Bligh, as stated | 
above, arrived with his prisoner this ] 
morning. Patrick proves to be the Pat- 
rick desired, and who, last November, 
forged the names of William Jackson and 
Su.san Joj'ce to the order upon which the 
money was drawn from the Planters’ 
bank. 

Patrick says he took the first train for 
New York after procuring the money, and , 
arriving in that city, took the first outgo- 
ing steamer that sailed for Liverpool. 
Arriving at the last named city, he made 
his way to Ireland at once, taking 
an extended tour c«o*r the Emerald 
Isle, and haviurg a good time 
generally, for a while, among his old 
countrymen. But, he says, notwithstand- 
ing tlie enormity of the crime he had com- 
mitted, he never entirely lost his con- 
science — that when lie tried to forget the 
wrongs lie Lad done his old friend in 
America, remorse and misery overcame 
his sinful desires, and the better impulses 
of his heart urged him to return to the 
land from which he bad fled, and make at 
least such reparation as he could to his 
family and friend lor his cruelty to them. 
Hence, he took a steamer for New York, 
intendiog to proceed at once from that 
city to Ixmtsville. But, during the voy- 
age, the wicked desires which had lod 
him to the commission of his greatest act 
of lawlessness, took pessession of his heart, 
and he succumbed to them. Arriving in 
America, be went over into New Jerseyi 
where he obtained some klud of employ- 
ment, and remained for some weeks. He 
says the old feelings of remorse and re- 
pentance returned with renewed force, 
and he finally resolved to go over to New 
York, and there give himself into the cus- 
tody of the police detectives, relate the 
story of his crime, and abide the conse- 
quencet, as his heart wa.s so full of bitter- 
ness and sorrow that he could no longer 
hear such torture of conscience. Patrick 
will receive the heoefit of an investigation 
of bis case, and, if his repentance is gen- 
uine and substantial, it is to be hoped he 
will be leniently dealt with.

The Spanish Minister Is in the city; but 
his object has no direct connection with 
the seizare of the Spaiiish gunboats. He 
is awaiting instructions from Madrid. 
The boats still remain under indictment, 
and more explicit instructions as to what 
is to be done with them will probably be 
received from Sec. Fish to-day. 

Mr. Deiamater, the contractor for build- 
ing the gunboats, is anxious about the 
vessels, as thev will cost him $650,000 in 
gold. Marshal Rsrlow says that the boats 
will not be permitted to leave their pre.sent 
position until their character is changed 
or instructions received for their release. 

New York, August 6. 

A Knoxville dispatch to the Times says 
Senter is elected Gwvernor of Tennessee, 
by 60,000 majority.

Indians, supposed to be Navajoes, have 
been, for the last two weeks, committing 
extensive depredations -at Rarrinco, 
Chama, Abiqua, Copia, a»d other points 
in Rio Arrabia.

He accordingly cbarge<l him 
with the crime, and, upon examining his 
luggage, nearly all the money was found, 
amounting in all to $5U,U49 and a few 
cents. Two other passengers, male and 
female, whose names were entered on the 
passenger list as Mr. Cookson and wife, 
were also arrested, and they finally gave 
their names as Mr. and Mrs. Jobn Hatch- 
ett, jr., and stated that the forger’s name 
wa»*Benjamin Christian Harwood. They 
were locked up at police headquarters, 
where also their luggage, consisting of 
seven pieces, was taken.

Boston manners have changed at any 
rate. Mr. Daniel S. Curtis, a member of 
the Suffolk bar, and a Boston banker, to 
whose perfect politeness Mr. Samuel F. 
Dalton bore witness in court, on making 
the personal acquaintance of Mr. Joseph 
M. Churchill, another member of the Suf- 
folk bar, who has beeu an overseer of Har- 
vard College, one of the Governor’s Coun- 
cil, etc., proceeded to pull Mr. Churchill’s 
nose, and break his spectacles with a blow 
of bis fist. 

In explanation of this special attention 
from a comparative stranger, Mr. Curtis 
te.stified that he took -Mr. Churchill to be a 
clergj man, followed him and a.sked him 
“M'lio are you? ” and upon Mr, Churchill's 
replying, “None of your business,” Mr. 
Curtis goes on to say, “I then took hold 
of his nose and turned it in a moderate 
and quiet manner.” This was done po- 
litely, too, of course; but Mr. Churchill, 
not Hccu.stomed, perhaps, to such demon- 
strative manners, resented it, which led the 
courteous Curtis to strike with his fist the 
no.se he had just moderately “turned,” 
thereby breaking Mr. Churchill’s sp<*cta- 
clea, and leading to the interference of 
bystanders. 

The beginning of these ceremonies was 
as follows: 

Mr. Curtis had taken a seat in a Boston ; 
and Albany local train, on his way to 
Chestnut Hill; directly opposite him was 
an unoccupied seat, destined for a Mr. 
Lee when he should come along; Mr. 
Churchill, however, coming along first, 
took the seat, and thus brought himself, 
his carpet-bag, and- a tor w^on which he j 
was carrying home to his uttle boy, into 
close contact with Mr. Curtis’ person. 
That gentleman then said: “You can’t 
have that here, at any rate,” pointing to 
the bag. which Mr. Churchill courteously 
removed. Then the eye of Mr. Curtis 
falling on the toy wagon, he said: “If that 

? ;et8 broken it will be your loss, not my 
ault.” 

Mr. Lee coining along at this moment, 
Mr. Churchill gave up the seat, as he had 
promised to do, but as he turned away 
said to the polite Curtis, “ if you are a 
gentleman, I have never seen one before.” 
Thereupon his polite, moderate and quiet 
brother at the bar proceoded to catechise, 
tweak and strike him os abora described. 
The car in which they sat lieing full of 
people, many of whom were ladies, we 
gather these facts from the testimony 
given in court; for Mr. Churchill, not be- 
ing a ministi*r, and not heeding the scrip- 
tural injunction in auch coses, caused Mr. 
Curtis to he prosecuted for an assault, and 
the case having beeli heard, Judge Bacon 
sentenced Mr. Dalton's “ polite friend” to 
two months’ imprisonment. The case was 
appealed, and goes up to the Supreme 
Court.

Unless the calculations of the astrono- 
mers are singularly inaccurate, the twi- 
light of to-morrow will extend over but a 
couple of nations or so, and no .sensible 
people are apprehensive that it will be in 
any degree disastroqs.
